Ylslon trains. Koreans arc fleeing in- 
to Manchuria to escape the hardships 
ol war. Chinese are moving from 
Kwan Tung into Northern Manchuria 
in order to aroid lirlnc la territory un- 
der Japanese controL 

Yanzalen, Manchuria, Juno S.— ^e 
Japanese are landing another army of 
60,000 men at Takushan, It is roportcil. 
Japanese posts were withdrawn Wed- 
nesday from positions near Vafangow, 
destroylnK th« bridces as they retired. 
They were busy during the night re- 
moving the wounded from the battle- 
field and burying the dead. 

^)ndon. June 3. — ^The Paiiy Mail's 
N^w Chwang correspondent cabling 
un9er date of June 2 says: 

"Oen. Btalkenberg with 14,000 Rus- 
slars, made \ip of artil!ory, cavalry 
aiiu infantry, has marched south of 
IVao Tang in tb« direction of Watafg- 
.len. 

"Large forces of Chinese bandits are 
.collecting in tbe bills northeast o| the 
Llao river and are preparing to cut 

the railroad north of Mukden." 

The correspondent of the Dally Ex- 
prfss at Nagasaki cables that trans- 
ports loaded with troops continue to 
leare Weetem Japanese ports dally 
for the theater of war. A large pro- 
portion of those dispatched during the 
puet week, he says, were to reinforce 
Oen. Oku. 

London, June 3. — Telegrams from 
different points seem to confirm the ru- 
mors that Oen. KMropathin Is attempt- 
ing a diversion in the direction of Port 
Arthur. Russian relnforrements, ac- 
cording to a dispatch from Tien-Tsin, 
are moving southward from Kaiping 
to^rds Wafangtien under Oen. Stalk 
enberg. They comprise a battery of 
artillery, four Siberian regiments and 
a company of Cossacks aggregating 
12,000 men. Another brigade is fol- 
lowing, the intention being to enga^-e 
the Japanese now attacking Port Ar- 
thur, In their rear. 

The Daily Telegraph's well Informed 
Tokio correspondent estimates the to- 
tal defending force in Fort Arthur as 
30.000. 

"This is a moBt formidable army," 
be says, "and it will be a marvelous 
achievement to carry by assault such a 

plate with more than a s( or.> of great 
landward forts disposed at a distance 
of 16 miles from the harbor. Still the 
reduction of the place can be undoubt- 
edly accomplished." 

According to the Chronicle's Tokio 
correspondent the Russians have com- 
pleted 11 fortresses at Liao Yang and 
are laying mines at a distance of 5,000 
feet aroun d them. 

JAPANESE TROOPS. 



Another Let Have Been Landed at 
Tsing Tuilse. 

Che Fro, June 3.— The Japanese 
have landed another lot of troops at 
Tslng Tuilse (Cheng Thalts Su), about 
20 miles southeast of Taku Shan. A 
Chinese junk arrived from there says 
that 70 warships and transports have 
discharged troops there. One thou- 
sand soldiers had been garrisoned 
aeltore. Reinforcements for the Jap- 
anese army which is attacking Port 
Arthur have been landed northeast of 
Talieowan.

Owensboro, Ky., June S.— J. W. Boatf 
ner was acquitted in Hartford, Ohio 

county. Thursday afternfwn on the 
charge of receiving stolen or embez- 
Eled funds. Boat ner is now a free 
man, as there are no other charges 
against him in the state eoarts. The 
trial Is the outcome of Boatner ship- 
ping through the American Express 
Co. In August. Iit02. a package said to 
contain $28,000. A. B. Schlitzbaum, 
the agent in Fordsvllle, said he was 
held up and robbed of the package. 
Boatner and ha were indicted and tried 
on the charge of conspiracy to defraud. 
The commonwealth failed to convict 
them. Schlitzbaum was then tried on 
the charge of embezzling money from 
the Illinois Central railroad.

Hot burvive. 



All Those Killed Were In the Smoking 
Compartment of the Passenger 
Car, and Death Came 
inetantly. 

Norwalk, C, June 3.— Tn an aocidecl 
on the Lake Shore elet trlc railroad six 
persons were killed and a dozen or 
more badly hurt late Thursday after- 
noon aa the result of a collision be- 
tween an east-bound fast electric pas- 
senger car and a west bound "par kacc 
freight" car at Wells Corners, a fi w 
miles east of this city. 

The dead: Charles Peck, Lorain, 
O.; W. W. Sherwood, Garrettson, O.i 
Neil Sullivan, an inspector of safety 
appliances for the inter-state com- 
merce commission, Blnghaniton, N. Y.; 
Clarence Ketcham, Ix)rain. O.; Ralph 
Williams (colored), Indianapolis, Ind.; 
unidentified man, In his pockets was a 
keyring with the name George Judd 
Taylor, Alliance, O. 

The Injured: Steve Watergo, body 
crushed, terribly cut about head; 
Frank Libllng, Cleveland, head cut; 
Amelia Purnice, Cleveland, head badly 
cut, teeth knocked out; Gertrude Mil- 
ler, Cleveland, cheek cut, leg injured; 
Mrs. I^uise C. Miller, Cleveland, head 
cut; Chief Electrician .Moore, of the 
Lake Shore electric, head cut; .Mrs. 
George B. Jansen, Cleveland, bead cut - 
M. McDonald. Cleveland, internal in- 
juries, left side badly crushed; D. C. 
King, Freemont, head and back bruis- 
ed; K. Z. Hawkins, conductor passen- 
ger car, left shoulder injured; Mills 
Beebe, motorman passenger car, bacK 
injured; Wm. Fletcher, East Norwalk, 
right arm injured; C. K. Otto, Biyrla, 
O.. head cut; Mrs. WV B. Ehisign.

The accident occurred at a point 
quite distant from any Immediate 
means of communit ation and assist- 
ance was sent fr(jm Norwalk. where 
every physician and nurse in the city 
was called into service and harried to 
the place of the accident on a special 
car. When the injured had been at- 
tended to they were placed on a car 
and brought to this city. 

All those who were killed were In 
the smoking compartment of the pas- 
ganger ear and death came Instantly, 
the bodies showing no sign of life 
when the rescuers went to work after 
they had recovertd from the first 
shock of the accident. 

The injuries of several of tbo^e hurt 
are so serious that they may result fa 
tally. 

Just why the arrldrnt occurred 1? 
not known. Superiiit- iident Strelar, of 
the Fremont division of the road, ar- 
rived shortly after the accident and 
will make a thorough investigation. 

The cars were the largest type of 
suburban electric cars and they were 
smashed to pieces, the freight car be- 
ing broken in two. Both were run- 
ning at high speed when the collision 
occurred. 

It was necessary to jack up the 
freight car which lay across the bodies 
of the men in the smoking compart- 
ment (if the passenger car. Many of 
the women passengers had fainted, 
others were on their knees cfferin.t; 
thanks for their safety; others still 
were running away with their bands 
to their ears to Shut out the crles of 
the injured. 

Williams, one of the killed, was said 
to also have lived at 821 Missouri 
street, Toledo. His mother is In Mun- 
cle. Ind. Watergo, one of the Injured, 
Is a Hungarian and lives in Toledo. 
Clarence Ketcham. vho was killed, 
was a resident of New London, O. He 
was worki ng at Lorain. 

Hawesville, Ky., June 3 —William 
Monlcle, a farmer living about three 
miles from this place, was probably 
fatally cut by WUl Hosier, formerly a 
back driver of Owensboro, near the 
home of t he Tictim.

A Tent Colony of Patients About to Be 
Established in Illinois. 



Chicago, June 3.— With the object of 
demonstrating that pulmonary con- 
sumption, if not too far advanced, can 
be cured in the climate of Illinois, a 
tent colony is about to be established 
at Ottawa, ill . under the care of the 
Illinois medical society. 

Plans are well advanced for the en- 
terprise. The site containing 25 or 30 
acres on a bluff ^eriooklng Illinois 
river has been donated to the use of 
the c(dony and arrangements are now 
in progress for the purchase of the 
tents and other eaulpment. At first 
the capacity of the colony will be 
about 30 patients, though the limit 
will be increased from time to time. 
Men and women patients will be re- 
ceived. The colony will be open sum- 
mer and winter alike. Each tent will 
contain one or two sufferers. The 
tents will be water proof, but tbe 
freest circulation of air will be allow- 
ed so that the patients wUl llT* SS out- 
door life day and night.

While the plant is to be erected and 
owned by the Maysville Warehouse Com- 
pany, it will be leased to and operated 
by the Continental Tobacco Company, as 
a storage and rehandlin^; e.-<tahlishmeot, 
with a stemmery probably added. Ihe 
latter company guaranteee the first nam- 
ed company hamljome dividends on the 
investment for the period of tive years 
with privilege of renewing longer if the 
company continues to do business here, 
and there is no question on that point aa 
long as Maysville ia the oenteff of tho 
white hurley district. 

With such a company as the Conti- 
nental backing the enterprise, atock in 
the company onght to prove about as 
safe and profitable an investment as can 
be found.
